WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Institute for Educational Leadership (IEL), 
an organization dedicated to inproving educational policy-making in 
state and federal government and fostering educational leadership training 
and professional development, will become an independent non-profit 
entity within the caning year. 

The institute, formed in 1971 } has been an integral part of George 
Washington University and currently has a dozen programs in Washington, 
D.C. and two-thirds of the states. Its annual budget exceeds $2.3 
million and is derived from more than 100 funding sources including 
foundations, fee-based activities and federal grants and contracts. 

"George Washington University is proud of the role it has played 
over the 16-year history of the institute and its predecessor programs," 
said GW President Lloyd H. Elliott. "The institute has now achieved the 
stature where independence from the university will give it greater 
flexibility, an opportunity to extend its programs in new directions and 
freedom to pursue a wider range of activities." 

IEL Director Samuel Halperin sees advantages for independent status 
as IEL continues to grow in size and geographically. "Greater attention

must be paid to the managerial and administrative responsiveness of the 
institute," he said. "Despite the unfailing support of the entire GW 
family, there canes a limit to what we can ask in the way of priorities 
frctn the university's own set of operating responsibilities. The institute 
will now be able to work more easily with a variety of educational and 
political institutions around the country, including the Education 
Cormission of the States and a variety of colleges and university consortia." 
Dr. Halperin plans to step down as IEL director in June 1981, but will 
remain in the senior ranks of the institute. 

IEL programs and activities include year-long work-training placements 
with policy-level sponsors in Washington and 11 states, a 33-state 
seminar network for state-level educational decision-makers, twice- 
weekly half-hour "Options in Education" documentaries over 200 National 
Public Radio member stations, publication of Education Times , a weekly 
national newspaper focusing on policy issues in elementary and secondary 
education, sponsorship of educational journalists from print and electronic 
media as Research Fellows in Educational Journalism, aiding educators in 
implementing and analyzing laws supporting the handicapped, identifying 
and assessing how public policy affects families through the Family 
Impact Seminar, providing increased opportunity to minority and women 
educational researchers and a variety of workshops, field trips and 
intensive short courses for educators and lay leaders. 

The institute is located at 1001 Connecticut Ave. NW.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Memphis resident and George Washington University 
student Chris Meyers has been awarded a $500 prize by the Federal Union, 
Inc., for his essay, "Pollution Knows No Boundaries." Federal Union, Inc., 
a non-profit organization formed to unite the western democracies, 
presents its essay prize semi-annually for outstanding essays from students 
throughout the United States.

GW STUDENTS SHATTER WORLD RELAY WEIGHT LIFTING RECORD 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Five George Washington University undergraduates 
and two alternates recently broke the Guiness Book of World Records 
relay weight lifting mark set just last May by ten Scotsmen. The GW 
weight lifters began at noon on Sunday, November 23, ending their grueling 
trial a little over 15 hours later--well within the 24-hour time limit 
established by the Guiness people. Total weight hoisted by the seven: 
2,230,275 pounds. (The Scotsmen were able to lift only 2,204,622 pounds 
within a 24-hour period.) 

The students began training for the record breaking attempt three 
months before the event. The five original lifters are junior accounting 
major Tony Avedisian, senior electrical engineering major Jeff Balzer, 
sophomore international affairs major Christopher Meyer, sophomore 
engineering major Douglas Fishman, and junior accounting major Robert 
Murray. The two alternates, who assisted during the last two hours of 
the weight lifting, are junior political science major Neil Fried and 
sophomore business major Steve Ouellette. Nineteen-year-old Douglas 
Fishman lifted the last weight at 3:30 a.m. 

The two alternates stood by during the event, watched by a large 
crowd of students, and had to replace the five starters when a painful 
combination of blistered hands, muscle spasms and blood in the urine 
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forced the starters to sit out the last few pounds. After watching 

Fishman come back to lift the last weight, the five starters were hospitalized 

for observation, but soon released. 

The students never doubted they'd break the record, but each of 
them found it harder than he thought. Said the 155-pound Meyer, ’’All my 
muscles spasmed on me at once. It was intense." 

The relay (each of the starters took turns "dead-lifting" barbells 
of varying weight) was held in the recreation room of Thurston Hall, a 
student dormitory on the GW campus. They had practiced in Avedisian's 
dorm room. On hand to provide official observation-required by Guiness-- 
was Peter Miller of the Potomac Valley Association of the Amateur Athletic 
Union (AAU). Staying with the weight lifters throughout the successful 
record breaking attempt, the student spectators exploded into pandemonium 
when the last painful lift was made in the wee hours of the morning.

TEACHER EDUCATION GETS A CRITICAL EYE AT GW 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Student teachers need more practical experience 
in the classroom before they graduate from college and take teaching 
positions. That was one conclusion from a critical self-examination the 
education faculty at George Washington University’s School of Education 
and Human Development held recently. 

In an effort to take action in the wake of heavy indictments 
against teacher education in general, GW f s education Dean Eugene Kelly 
Jr., called his faculty members together and invited national educators 
from a school system and teacher center program to discuss "Education of 
the Educators: Are We Failing the Schools?" 

"We initiated this seminar to take a look at ourselves," said 


Kelly. 

Theodore Forte, director of human relations and staff development 
for Norfolk, Va., public schools, outlined areas in which he said new 
teachers need more strength. 

Classroom management skills - Student teachers need at least a year 
of practice teaching with someone who is trained to give that type of 
guidance, said Forte. Teachers need practice as well as technique. "It 
is one thing to tell people how to do it and another to show them," he said.

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Instructional skills - Diagnosing the correct level of difficulty 
at which a child should work, monitoring progress and using motivational 
principles such as positive reinforcement are all skills with which new 
teachers could use more practice, according to Forte. Student teachers 
learn the definitions of these things, but need more experience putting 
them to work, he said. 

Human relations skills - Teachers need help in controlling the 
kids. Forte said. They need skills in conflict resolution and assertive 
discipline. Teachers must be assertive in a human way. 

Content - At the elementary level. Forte said student teachers need 
more in-depth content courses, especially in reading. "They get such a 
smattering of information and most only have one or two courses in 
teaching reading," he said. Conversely, at the secondary level, new 
teachers are strong in specific content but lacking in instructional 
techniques, relying too much on lecturing. 

Materials - A number of new teachers, according to Forte, don’t 
know how to select and operate audio-visual material. 

Allen Schmieder, chief of the U.S. Department of Education’s 
national teacher center program, told the educators that as change in 
our society continues to accelerate, staff development will become 
increasingly important. That is, already experienced teachers must 
update their knowledge regularly. Forte agreed, adding that discipline, 
managing varying levels of instruction and dealing with special education 
needs in the regular classroom are all things for which even experienced 
teachers need more training.

NATIONAL ENDOWMENT FOR THE HUMANITIES 
AWARDS GW $800,000 CHALLENGE GRANT 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The National Endowment for the Humanities (NEH) 
has awarded George Washington University an $800,000 Challenge Grant, 
the second largest such grant to be awarded this year. To receive the 
grant, GW must raise $2.4 million in matching funds (a $3 to $1 ratio). 

"This effort will represent the largest financial campaign in 
support of academic programs in the history of the university," said GW 
President Lloyd H. Elliott. "George Washington University decided that 
during this time of decreased financial support and falling enrollments 
in the humanities, we would seek major new support for those disciplines 
at the heart of liberal education. We do not intend to use these funds 
merely to shore up the humanities to do ’business as usual.’ A defensive 
position would not merit allocation of scarce resources in times like 
these."

Ihe grant—to be distributed over three years—will be used to 
endow three university professorships in the humanities and to augment’ 
library holdings. Candidates for these professorships must be capable- 
not only in arts and sciences, but in the professional schools as well. 
First appointments of distinguished scholars will be made in fall 198l 5 
following an extensive search. 
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"The most encouraging aspect of this development Is that GW received 
this incentive grant because of its academic program development over 
the last 10 years. This award is a recognition of the quality of GW's 
research and teaching and will greatly enhance our academic programs 
along lines of development already set," said Dr. Roderick French. 

French, who drafted the NEK application, directs GW's Division of Experimental 
Programs and is an associate professor of philosophy. He will coordinate 
the search for distinguished scholars.

Re: GW Professor's inventions for storing winter cold to cool in summer 
and summer heat to warm in winter 


The man who last year received a patent for a means of storing 
solar energy underground to warm buildings during the winter ( New 
York Times 2/17/79 attached) is at it again. 

Shao W. Yuan, chairman of the civil, mechanical and environmental 
engineering department at George Washington University, has invented 
a method of storing winter's cold for use in the summer ( New York 
Times 12/27/80 attached). He received a patent on his new device 
last week.

A n engineering professor at George 
k Washington University here has 
k invented a method of storing 
winter’s cold for use in the summer. 
Shao W. Yuan was granted patent 
4,240,268 this week for a system that he 
calls NICE, meaning Natural Ice for 
Cooling Energy. 

A large insulated water tank has to 
be buried underground, with a series of 
beat pipes running to the surface. In 
freezing weather, vapor in the pipes 
will condense and flow down to the tank 
bottom. Wanned by water in the tank, 
the vapor will rise again for a repeti¬ 
tion of the cycle. 

The cold can be transferred by pump¬ 
ing coolant from the storage to a bank 
of tubes in the ventilation air duct of a 
bouse. Mr. Yuan estimates that 2,500 
cubic feet of ice formed underground 
could meet the cooling requirements 
for an average house in the Washing¬ 
ton-Baltimore area. 

The estimated cost of the system 
ranges from $3,000 to $5,000, depending 
on the location. The only operation ex¬ 
pense is expected to be for power to 
pump the coolant during the summer 
months. 



Mr. Yuan has made laboratory tests 
of the system but it has not been built in 
full size. In February 1979 he got a pat¬ 
ent for a means of storing solar energy 
underground for use to warm buildings 
during the winter. He said this week 
that the equipment was being installed 
experimentally in California and 
Japan.

A PROFESSOR of engineering at 
George Washington University 
here has patented a method of 
storing solar energy underground so 
that heat from the summer sun can be 
used to warm buildings in winter. 

Patent 4,138,995 was granted this 
week to Prof. Shao W. Yuan , who plans 
production of tne equipment either 
through a company he has formed or by 
licensing a large manufacturer. # 

The system includes a conventional 
collector installed on a roof or other 
open space, and piping that transmits 
the heat by water or other working 
fluid to a heat reservoir consisting of 
earth below the surface. The same pip¬ 
ing can be used to pump out the heat 
when it is needed. 

The patent explains that the object is 
to provide earth storage that can be 
used for space heating and hot water 
all year in multiple-unit housing, public 
buildings or single dwellings. 

Wet sand or other material with 
higher conductivity than ordinary soil 
may be used, and insulation, including 
sheets of black plastic, may be spread 
on the ground. For an average house in 
a cold climate, 1,500 square feet of sur¬ 
face and a depth of 20 feet are suffi¬ 
cient. < 

Dr. Yuan’s company. Residential 
and Industrial Solar Energy Inc., and 
Atlantic Research Corporation have 
conducted satisfactory tests in Alexan¬ 
dria, Va. f with a small prototype earth 
reservoir. Dr. Yuan has done other re¬ 
search for the National Science Foun¬ 
dation and the Department of Energy. 
Bom in Shanghai, Dr. Yuan has served 
on several college faculties.
